Bringing Her Kids Home 

The fight is over — for now. After six years of court

Bristowe didn’t wait for Harrison 
to invite her and her overnight- date 
partner to stay “as a eouple” in a 
candlelit bedroom.

J osh Duggar was quick 
to issue an apology 
after a May 19 report 
confirmed that, as 
a 14-year-old, the eldest 
of the ultraconservative 
Duggar kids had molested 
five underage girls. “I acted 
inexcusably for which I 
am extremely sorry,” he 
posted on Facebook May 
21. According to a recently 
resurfaced 2006 police 
file, between 2002 and 
2003, the Kids and 
Counting star “fondled” 
the genitals and breasts of 
his victims — some in their 
sleep. (The report, redacted 
to protect minors, points 
to his sisters as four of the 
girls.) Josh’s wife, Anna, 

26, remains supportive, 
revealing that he had told 
her — and her parents — 
about the incidents two 
years before their 2008 
wedding. In a statement, 
the mom of Mackynzie, 5, 
Michael, 3, and Marcus, 2, 
with a fourth due in July, 
described her husband as 
“someone who had gone 


down a wrong path and 
had humbled himself 
before God and those 
whom he had offended.” 
After the news broke, the 
27-year- old resigned from 
the conservative lobbying 
group Family Research 
Council and canceled 
an appearance. Now the 
revelation threatens to 
topple the iconic TLC 
family, jeopardizing their

His "counseling" was 
at a church-run facility 

When Josh, then 15, 
confessed to his parents 
in March 2003, Jim Bob, 
now 49, and Michelle, now 
48, did not go to the police. 
Instead, Jim Bob turned to 
church elders, who agreed 


Inside the 
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Josh “needed to be put 
into a treatment program,” 
aecording to a 2006 
investigation prompted 
by an anonymous tip. The 
teen spent four months 
doing manual labor at 
the Institute in Basic Life 
Principles Training Center 
in Arkansas. Founded by 
Bill Gothard (himself ac- 
cused of sexually harassing 
female employees in 2014; 
no charges have been 
filed), the program prom- 
ises to “find success by 
following God’s principles.” 

An officer pushed 
aside his confession 

Though Josh claims he 
turned himself in to 
“authorities” in 2003, he 
received nothing more 
than a “very stern talk” 
from a family friend, state 
trooper Joseph Hutchens. 
Police reportedly believed 
the statute of limitations 
had expired by 2006, and 
did not pursue criminal 
charges. (Shockingly, 
Hutchens himself is now 
serving 56 years in prison 
for child pornography.) 

The victims did not 
press charges 

Josh wrote May 21 that he 
“sought forgiveness” from 



his victims. Trained to be 
“helpmeets” to men, the 
girls complied. Indeed, 
the 2006 report has been 
expunged at the behest of 
the one still-minor victim. 

The rumors fizzled out 

In 2006, producers of 
The Oprah Winfrey 
Show canceled the fam- 
ily’s appearance after 
receiving an anonymous 
email about Josh’s sexual 
misconduct. Harpo execs 
forwarded it to Arkansas’ 
Department of Human 
Services, resulting in 
the 2006 investigation. 
Commenter “Alice” 
recounted this incident 
in an online forum, 
posting in 2007 that Josh 
“has been molesting his 
sisters.” Unable to provide 
proof, she was shot down. 

Their fame shielded them 

TLC stood by 19 Kids 
(and its 3 million weekly 
viewers), even airing a 
marathon the night the 
scandal hit.
